with the remainder loaned to the 
towns and cities on long-term ob­ 
ligations, bearing a small rate of 
interest, Mr. Vosbury said. 
Mr. Vosbury intimated that the 
measure, now being written in con­ 
gress, may even provide that com­ 
munities in which their borrowing 
capacity has been reached will be 
given as much as IOO per cent of 
the need required, without strings 
attached. 
Emphasizes Need 
The provision of the bill appealed 
particularly to council, inasmuch 
as the sol on s were informed that 
Gettysburg is near the limit of Its 
borrowing capacity even by popu­ 
lar vote.

Check On All 
Notary Bonds 


Owing to the failure of 
three 
surety companias, it has been nec­ 
essary for the commission bureau, 
department of 
state, to 
make a 
complete examination of more than 
14,000 bonds filed by notaries pub­ 
lic. 
As a result thirty-five notaries 
bonded by one company and seven­ 
ty-six by another must give bonds 
with new sureties, A third com­ 
pany, which was surety for several 
hundred notaries, also wrent out of 
business, but the department has 
been notified that a new company, 
reorganized from the old, will as­ 
sume liability for all 
its bond: 
When liability is assumed by a new 
company a certificate is filed with 
each original bond showing such 
assumpt ion, and a record is also 
made in the office of the recorder 
of deeds of the county where the 
notary resides, 
During the past two years .several 


other surety companies have fail­ 
ed, involving about one thousand 
notary bonds, for which new bonds 
were either required or liability as­ 
sumed by other companies. 
A number of notaries relinquish­ 
ed their commissions rather 
than 
give new 
bonds, and 
about one 
hundred, who disregarded the re­ 
quirement. had their commissions 
revoked by the governor.

III.—THE COST OF ADVERTISING 
FHILE we know th a t advertising is very helpful and we would 
not want to be w ithout it, sometimes we cannot help but 
wonder how much it costs and w hether it increases the price of 
w hat we buy. 
Every sensible person knows th at all the expenses 
of a business enterprise m ust be covered by the price which we 
pay for its products, or else the concern could not stay in business. 
Because of this it is n atu ral th a t many people believe th a t adver­ 
tising makes goods cost more. 
Every housewife has heard this claim : “Madam, I can sell you 
this gadget 30 per cent cheaper because my company does not 
advertise.” Can a statem ent like th a t really be true? 
Does it 
cost so much to advertise and does a company have to charge 
more for its product because it advertises? The answer to this 
is im portant to all of us for in these days we m ust make every 
buying dollar count. 
Let us see how m uch is actually spent for advertising. We 
have reliable inform ation on this form a survey of the advertis­ 
ing appropriations of more th an 500 well-known advertisers. 
Automobiles, for exam ple, are very heavily advertised and one 
m ight think th at the am ount of advertising charged against each 
car would be pretty high. 
As a m atter of fact, the actual statistics 
show th at only 34i per cent of the selling price of the average 
car goes for advertising. 
About seventeen dollars on a Ave h u n ­ 
dred dollar car. T h at is pretty small, isn’t it? 
Now let us see how m uch food m anufacturers spend for a d ­ 
vertising coffee, canned goods, soft drinks, and so on. The ex­ 
tensive survey shows th a t national advertisers spend only about 
5 4 per cent of the wholesale price of food articles for advertis­ 
ing. In other words, when you buy a ten-cent can of widely ad ­ 
vertised food product, th e chances are th at about half a cent was 
spent to advertise it. 
These figures are for national advertisers. D epartm ent stores 
spend an even sm aller percentage for advertising. The B ureau of 
Business Research of H arvard university made a study of dep art­ 
m ent store expenses covering more than 450 stores in all parts 
of the country. 
It was found th a t the average-sized store spends 
only a little over 3 per cent of its total sales for advertising p u r­ 
poses. For a dollar’s w orth of goods which you buy from the de­ 
partm ent store, between three and four cents have been spent for 
advertising. 
These am ounts are so sm all th a t they are surprising to most 
people. 
After all, this is an expense which cannot be avoided, for we 
all expect those who have som ething to sell to speak up and tell 
us about it. Any substitute for advertising would cost money too, 
and probably a great deal more. 
If m anufacturers and dealers 
could not tell us about th eir products through the economical 
mediums of radio, newspapers, magazines, posters, and the mails, 
th eir costs of selling would be much higher. 
Looking at it in th is way, advertising really does not cost the 
consumer anything, but provides a free inform ation service on 
everything he m ight need or want.

President Wilson sent a message 
to Jacob Sverdloff, Kalinin’s prede­

Russia was 
m aking at 
Brest-Litovsk for 
sep­ 
arate peace with Germany. 
In 1921 and 1923 cables were sent 
Presidents Harding and Coolidge by 
the Soviet foreign m inister ‘con­ 
cerning recognition.

statem ents, delivered to Soviet rep­ 
resentatives in Estonia.

Nazis Women Urged to Forget 
Politics-Leave to the Men

Berlin (AP)—Having done their 
bit toward helping Adolf Hitler win 
the chancellorship, Germany’s nazi 
women have been told to go back to 
“kinder, kueche and kirche” (chil­ 
dren, kitchen and church). 
These are the “three K ’s” which 
Hitlerism considers the proper field 
for womankind. 
Told To Trust Men 
Marie Diers, a nazi woman leader, 
announced the return to the hearth 
in an article appearing in the party 
newspaper. She said: 
"Your political mission, women of 
Germany, is at an end. 
“That wicked conception — poli­ 
tics—reverts, not into the drabness 
of pre-war days, not into the ridicu­ 
lous idolatry of things foreign, not 
into the old-maid philosophy of ir­ 
responsible over-the-teacup gossip, 
but into a feeling of calm security 
bom of the realization that the lead­ 
ership of oui’ reich is in the firm 
hand of a man. 
“Go back to the peace of your 
homes with the conviction 
that 
‘Eveything due you will come of it­ 
self.’ ’’ 
This laissez-faire philosophy con­ 
trasts sharply with feminine activ­ 
ity in the days of the republic, when 
women regarded politics a desirable 
field for asserting themselves in a 
scheme of things dominantly male. 
‘Woman Problem Solved* 
Nazi women are unproblematical, 
however, according to Frau Ltse- 
lotte Haase-Mahlow. Also writing in 
Hitler’s newspaper she announced: 
“The newly-created third reich 
finds mothers and girls ready to as­ 
sist in reconstruction. 
“Germany’s 
women 
know 
that 
their country no longer needs suflra- 
gettes and that the ‘woman problem’ 
is solved. 
There’s no longer any 
puzzling or debating about profes­ 
sional and family women. 
A spirit 
of understanding has come over all. 
“One knows where Germ an girls 
and women belong and what they 
have to do. 
It will take years to 
wipe out existing follies, but one 
also knows these years will pass by 
amoothly, tranquilly.’’ 
American Jazz Barred 
At present the nazi housewife is 
engaged in avoiding Jewish shops, 
being a “good comrade" to her hus­ 
band. developing the “wehr” — or 
military spirit—in her children—in 


short, tending to her house. 
Shame on German women who 
enjoy a cigaret now and then is the 
attitude of the Ulm nazis, who have 
posted signs 
in 
all 
restaurants: 
"The German 
woman 
does 
not 
smoke.” 
Women, however, can be seen 
smoking in Berlin cafes, seemingly 
oblivious as yet to that nazi doc­ 
trine. 
Blonds In High Favor 
All in all, the change in govern­ 
ment has wrought little outward 
change in German womanhood. 
Testimony to the eternal femi­ 
nine appears even in the pages of 
Hitler’s own Voelkischer Beobach- 
ter in the form of advertisements 
for "freshening" blond hair. 
The mode of the golden or plati­ 
num blonde has been described as 
probably 
the 
Hitler 
movement’s 
mast striking outward effect on 
Germany’s womanhood. 
It fits the 
party’s partiality for the Nordic 
race. 


New Books

W ashington (AP).--Senate pages 
who recently launched their own i 
newspaper, “The Page,” grin at the 
depression. 
Their circulation has 
jumped from 70 to 75 a week, when 
they haveftime to get it out weekly. 
The paper was started around In­ 
auguration Day by John Nalley, of 
H arrisburg, 
Pa., and 
“Shrimpo” 
Quentin Porter, of Maine. 
They have enlisted the aid of an 
operator of a duplicating machine. 
So their printing problems are 
solved. They write their news col­ 
umns leaning against door jambs 
and 
desks 
on 
the senate floor. 
"Shrim po” sells the paper, getting 
two cents a copy. 
“We seldom mention the senators 
in our columns,” says John solemn­ 
ly, peering through 
large, horn­ 
rimmed spectacles. 
"No use caus­ 
ing trouble, you know.” 
One editorial they wrote concerns 
“Abraham Lincoln.

i run 
amount of intelligent observation,

This new collection is most typi­ 
cal 
of 
Miss Ferber’s latter day 
work. 
In the main the stories are 
longish, more concerned with mood 
and character than tricky plot, and 
often brilliantly colored. The lead 
pieoe, “Glamour,” is, for example, 
merely the story of one day in the 
demanding life of a famous actress, 
and the title thereof is a piece of 
Ferberian irony. 


A ges,” concluding, “Young A m eri­ 
cans, wake up!
